Cape 


Big Decline 


In Popularity 


Of IkedaGov't 


A survey of public opinion 
conducted by the Kyodo News 
Service recently revealed that 
39.6 per cent of the people poll- 
ed were against the policies of 
the Ikeda Cabinet while only 
31.1 per cent supported them. 


A similar survey conducted 
late last year showed that at 
that time 48.5 per cent of those 
polled supported the Ikeda 
Cabinet. These figures indicate 
clearly that the popularity of 
the Ikeda Cabinet had waned 
considerably, 


Fifty-eight per cent of those 
against the Ikeda Cabinet gave 
the rising cost of living as their 
reason. 


Although the Ikeda Cabinet's 
popularity diminished consider- 
ably, 49.5 per cent of the people 
polled still supported the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party, while 
only 25.9 supported the Socialist 


* Party, the survey revealed. 


Slightly more than 36 per cent 
believed Ikeda’s coming talks 
with President John F. Kennedy 
would produce good results. 
They showed particular interests 
in the Ikeda-Kennedy talks on 
the economic problems between 


“the two countries and on the 


Communist China problem. 


More people believed Japan 
should take active steps to 
ter the relations between Ja 
and Communist China tha 
those who believed that the 
present state of relations should 
continue for some time yet. 


The majority of those who 
supported Ikeda were people 
over 40, and by occupation these 
were businessmen, self-employed 
and those engaged in farming 
and fishing. Included in this 
category were also office work- 
ers. 

‘rhe weeny mo A of those against 
Ikeda ranged in age from 20 to 
40, mostly laborers, office work- 
ers, houseswives and students. 

Slightly more than 30 per cent 
claimed they “do not know.”

DDK Bonds Sell 
Out Quickly in US. 


NEW YOFK (AP) — Japan 
Telegraph and Telephone Cor- 
poration’s (DDK) $20 million 
in bonds went on sale publicly 
in New York Wednesday and 
were quickly:sold out. 

Within a few minutes after 
they were offered the bonds 
were commanding aie small 
premium over the offering price. 

“They received an excellent 
reception,” a spokesman for the 
-underwriters said. Such a re- 
ception had been predicted we- 
cause of Japan's excellent cre- 
dit rating in the United States. 

The offering was the first by 
a Japanese corporation in the 
United States since before 
World War Il. Japan’s very 
agreeable settlement of her 
prewar debts some years ago 
gave this offering a very favor- 
able climate.

Ikeda Nixes 
New Taxes 


For GARIOA 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
told the nation by television 
last night that new taxes will 
not be necessary to help repay 


GARIOA and EROA debts to 
the United States. 
Ikeda made the statement 


during a taped forum with the 
heads of the opposition Japan 
Socialist and Democratic Soci- 
alist parties. 


“The Government,” Ikeda 
said, “has reserved sufficient 
funds in the Industrial Fund 
Special Account to repay all 
counterpart debts to the United 
States.” 

The loans, made during the 
early post-war era to aid in re- 
construction of Japan, total 
$1,770 million. Negotiations 
will soon get under way bet- 
Ween the government and the 
U.S. for repayment of the debt 
in some part. 

(Japan is believed readying a 
proposal for repayment of 25 
per cent of the amount.) 

Deposited in the special fund, 
Ikeda continued are reserves re- 
paid by private enterprises 
against loans extended for re- 
construction. These funds 
were received from the pro- 
ceeds of goods provided by the 
U.S. under the GARIOA and 
vVEROA programs. 

Ikeda also made these points: 

1. Any problems related to a 
Constitutional ammendment 
will be settled in accordance 
with the wishes of the people. 

2. No shift in economic poli- 
cy is foreseeable despite a re- 
cent unfavorable balance in in- 
ternational trade because the 
economy remains sound. 

3. Briefings will be held with 
major party heads before de- 
parting on his trip to the United 
States in June. 

The forum was videotaped 
Tuesday afternoon before Ikeda 
left for Hakone for a meeting 
with top Government leaders on 
the Prime Minister’s scheduled 
Washington talks with U.S. 
President John F. Kennedy. 

Present at the forum were 
Jotaro Kawakami, chairman of 
the Japan Socialist Party, and 
Suehiro Nishio, chairman of the 
Democratic Socialist Party. It 
was aired by the Japan Broad-

The defendants:are John W.

Assistant U.S. Attorney Char- 
les Renda obtained dismissal of 
a sedition indictment returned 
more than five years ago 
because, he said, the Govern- 
ment did not believé it could 
obtain a conviction. 

A treason complaint was filed 
Jan. 31, 1959, but the grand 
jury never returned an indict- 
ment. The complaint later “was 
dismissed by a U.S. commis- 
sioner. 

The charges were based on 
articles made in the China 
Monthly Review, published 
by the Powells and Schuman 
in Shanghai during the Korean 
War. 

‘The magazine was distribut- 
ed in North Korea to American 
prisoners of war. The sedition 
indictment accused the three of 
false reporting that the United 
States had engaged in germ 
warfare and of inflating U.S. 
casualty figures so as to under- 
mine morale. 


Killian to Head 
Intelligence Body 


NEW YORK (AP)—President 
John F, Kennedy has selected 
Dr. James R. Killian Jr. to lead 
the ‘permanent presidential 
board that monitor’s the U.S. 
Government’s foreign  intelli- 
gence activities, the New York 
Times said Wednesday. Killian 
is chairman of the corporation 
of the Massaehusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

In a Washington dispatch the 
Times said this selection is the 
latest in a number of steps 
taken by Kennedy to restore 
confidence in U.S. intelligence 
services after last month's un- 
successful attempt to overthrow 


the Cuban Castro Government.

Artime had been hiding in 
the swamps of the Bay of Co- 
chinos awaiting an a ae 
to flee to the United States, the 
announcement said. 

The broadcast accused Artime 
of having fled Cuba to join the 
exile army with funds from an 
|}agricultural cooperative. 

Artime was a member of Cu- 
‘ban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro’s rebel army in the suc- 
| cessful revolution against Presi- 
dent Fulgencio Batista. Castro 
later claimed that Artime was 
with his forces for a brief period 
of days. 

The bearded Artime told 
newsmen in Mexico City last 
year that he was a representa- 
tive at Manzanillo of the Na- 
tional Agrarian Reform Insti- 
tute, Castro’s agency adminis- 
tering the land redistribution 
program. 

He said he fled Cuba after 
hearing an order had been issued 
for his execution. 

Artime also said Castro want- 
ed to establish a Tito-type of 
communism, independent of 
Russia. 

Reports from Cuba last week 
said Artime was not killed in 
the invasion and said the coun- 
terrevolutionary leader was at 
large in the Escambray-Bay of 
Cochinos area. 


ROK Cracks Down 
On Smuggling 


SEOUL (AP)—In a sweeping 

austerity drive, the post-revolu- 
tion South Korean National As- 
sembly Wednesday gave Pre- 
mier John M. Chang’s Govern- 
ment power to crack down 
drastically on rampant sale of 
smuggled goods. 
o A Government-proposed .anti- 
‘smuggling bill was overwhelm- 
ingly approved by the Upper 
House ednesday... The bill, 
passed by the Lower House last 
week, is expected to go into ef- 
fect shortly with Government 
promulgation. 

The bill proposes to ban the 
sale of 150 items of foreign 
goods, ranging from cosmetics, 
beverages, fruits, electric applli- 
ances to textile and paper goods. 

Violators of the projected law 
are subject to a maximum pe- 
nalty of ten years imprisonment 
and a fine amounting to double 
to ten times the tariff that 
would have been, imposed on 
the goods. 

Official figures showed smug- 
gling became rampant this year 
taking advantage of disorder 
and confusion following the Ap- 
ri} revolution. Over 700 million 
hwan ($540,000) worth of smug- 
gled goods -were, confisca*ed by 
customs agents in 1960, and the 
confiscated goods over the first 
three months of this year al- 
most equaled this amount. 

Past records show that Japan 
was the major source of smug- 
glied goods, accounting for 91 
, per cent of seized goods. Other 
sources included Hongkong and 
the United States. 

Military post exchanges and 
mail channels have been a ma- 
jor target of criticism a source 
of contraband flowing illicitly 
into the local market.

The four—one officer and 
three enlisted men—were 
members of the United 
States military assistance 
advisory group to the Ro- 
yal Laotian Government, 
the Army said. 

MM arswer to a question, 
a spekesman said that they 
¢ Were part of an Army field. 
training team acting as ad- 
visers to Royal Laotian 
forces in the vicinity of 
Vang Vierg. They have 
been missing since April 
22, the Army said. . 

The army identified the 
men as: Capt, Walter H. 
Moon, 38; Sgt. 1. C. John 
M. Bischoff, 32; Sgt. Orville 
R. Ballinger; and Sgt. Ge- 
rald EF. Biber, 25. 


U.S. Declares 
Castro Gov't 
Of Red Bloc 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States Tuesday declared 
Cuba has become a miember of 
the Communist bloc and accus- 
ed Fidel Castro of a rule even 
more “Communist” than other 
Iron Curtain countries. 

Under Castro’s proclamation 
that Cuba is a “socialist” state, 
a U.S. statement said, Castro is 
using the same term that the 
Soviets and others use to de- 
scribe themselves. And fur- 
thermore Castro is going the 
Communists “one better’, the 
statement said, by: 

1. Putting an official end to 
elections in Cuba. The other 
Communist countries normally 
at least go through the form of 
holding elections even though 
the voters don’t have a choice 
of candidates. 

“The Cuban has but one 
choice, namely to say ‘si, at 
mass meetings called by Castro 
the way Hitler and Mussolini 
used mass rallies for their ver- 
sion of showing the so-called 
will of the pé@ople,” the US. 
statement said, adding: —- 

“The average Cuban is 
trouble if he so much as shrugs 
his ‘shoulders. And the tragic 


trouble, to be thrown in jail or 
even put to death, if he says 
no.” 

2. By using'the term “social- 
ist” to describe Cuba under his 
rule, Castro is going further 
than all the other Communist 
countries because only the So- 
viet Union and Czechoslovakia 
term themselves “socialist re- 
publics” in this stage of their 
avowed drive toward a Commu- 
nist society. 

Since even Communist China 
does not consider itself to have 
reached the “socialist” stage yet, 
the U.S. statement said, “it 
would therefore appear that Cas- 
tro considers Cuba further along 
the Communist road than some 
other countries in the bloc.” 

The U.S. statement was issued 
through the State Department 
by Press Officer Lincoln White 
who said under questioning: 

“It (Cuba) has certainly be- 
come a'member of the (Com- 
munist) bloc.” ; 

The Washington pronounce- 
ment, which came two weeks 
after the failure of a U.S.-back- 
ed invasion of Cuba by anti- 
Castro exiles, was the first offi- 
cial U.S. pronouncement label- 


ing Cuba a member of the Com- 
munist_ camp.

LONDON 
diplomat pleaded guilty Wednes- 
day to spying for Russia since 
he emerged from Communist 
North Korean captivity eight 
years ago. 


George Blake, 38, was sentenc- 
ed in the Old Bailey to 42 years 
in prison—the -sternest such 
sentence ever imposed in British 
peacetime history, 


The Attorney General, Sir 
Reginald Manningham - Buller, 
said the dark-haired, suave diplo- 
mat had made a “full confession” 
after his arrest in Beirut three 
weeks ago. 


Since November 1951, until 
shortly before his arrest last 
month, Manningham-Buller said, 
Blake had ben working for the 
Soviets and passed them “a 
mass of very important” infor- 
mation. This information did 
not, however, include anything 
on secret weapons or nviciear 
atomic weapons, the Attorney 
General said. 

Blake pleaded guilty to five 
specific charges... Lord Parker 
sentenced him 14 years on 
each charge, th t three sen- 
tences to be served consecutive- 
ly, the last two concurrently, 

“More than 10 years ago,” the 
Attorney General recited from 
Blake’s confession, “his philoso- 
phical and political views

Just what post Blake 
held was not disclosed. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Blake was serving as Vice 
Consul in Korea when invading 
North Koreans interned him in 
July 1950. 

When he decided to help the 
Communists, Manningham-Bul- 
ler said, Blake “did not take 
the course of resigning from 
government service.. What he 
did do was to appraach the Rus- 
sians and volunteer to work 
for them.

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VIENTIANE (UPI) — Truce 
talks in no-man’s-land to end the 
fighting in Laos are expected to 
bear little physical resemblance 
to those held at Panmunjom 
during the Korean War. 


Observers, recalling how the 
Panmunjom talks dragged on 
for two years before the cease- 
fire, were hoping there would 
be little resemblance in terms 
of length as well. 


This was not to mention spe- 
cial problems in this Buddhist 
kingdom such as getting the or- 
der to stop shooting to the guer- 
rilla bands snipping at each 
other in isolated mountain val- 
leys. Another problem was that 
of drawing any sort of valid 
demarcation line between the 
pro-Western Vientiane Govern- 
ment and pro-Communist rebels.

The announcement marked a 
complete policy switch for- Ka- 
tanga which previously stub- 
bornly opposed all U.N. at- 
tempts to oust foreigners.

Constitution 
Day Feted 
With Rallies 


Constitution Day was ignored 
yesterday by the Government 
and ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party. 

But the Japan Socialist Party 
and “progressive” scholars, writ- 
ers and organizations took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to ap- 
peal to the public for preserva- 
tion of the present “no-war” 
Constitution.

Streamers spread across the 
vehicles called for world dis- 
armament. 

Another Constitution Day ral- 
ly was held from 3 p.m. at the 
Ozaki Memorial Hall by the Fed- 
eration of Associations for Pro- 
tecting the Constitution.

‘Magnificent Seven’ 


4 By FOUMY SAISHO ’ 


The John Sturgess-YQ! Bryn- 
ner 1960 production “Magnifi- 
cent Seven” gon Shibuya 
Pantheon and lianoza from 
May 8) does far more than just 
revive in a western form 
Akira Kurosawa’s “Shichinin- 
no-Samurai,” its ackngwiedged 
source. It creates a depth and 
dimension of its own and 
emerges a brilliant, startlingly 
perceptive picture so far wn- 
geen in this cinema genre East 
or West. 

It is surprisingly true to the 
original in its shattering physi- 
cal force and ends literally 
with the same line, “We have 
lost. It is they—the farmers— 
who are the winners.” But it 
probes far deeper than every- 
day reality and broods upon 
the inevitables of life far be- 
yond the realm of the sensuous. 

ss poetic and elegiac than 
Kurosawa's, it is far more 
searching, far more poignant in 
its attitude of quest. And even 
more than Sturgess’ expert 
directing or Brynner’s fine act- 

‘ing, William Roberts’ script has 
to do with the picture's quality 
of inwardness. 

The ‘film's basic theme: what 
men have to do in order to live. 
The problem is spelled out in 
terms of Kurosawa's conception 
of violence or professionalism, 
Professional skill, gunmanship 
for example, is a manner of 
specialized violence that could 
be used either for or against 
society, in either case it being 
the only means of subsistence 
for the ones who use it. 

A Mexican bandit Calvera 
(Eli Wallach) chooses to use 
his antisocially by looting farms 
at the end of every harvest sea- 
son to feed his own army. The 
impoverished farmers go to 
their sage (Viadimir Sokoloff) 
up the hill for advice and are 
told to hire professional gun- 
men to do the fighting for them. 
They scrape up everything they

These are minor detafls, how- 
ever. What the film is superbly 
articulate about is the gunmen’s 
relationship with their employ- 
ers—the farmers. As one of the 
characters says, “the men are 
not alike.” To some, money 
has a final appeal and to others 
it has none. The head man 
Brynner, for instance, accepts 
the job for a reason so secret 
that he does not dare admit it 
even to himself until one day, 
in an indescribably wistful pas- 
sage, his buddy names it for 


him—the yearning he has for 
the farming folks’ way of life, 
its simple, eternal tranqullity. 

And the farmers, with’ their 
native’ cunning, know how to 
use them. They treat them 
nicely so long as they have use 
for them. And their idylic re- 
lationship ends abruptly when 
the gunmen’ fall into the trap 
laid by Calvera and the tables 
are turned. Swearing obedience 
to Calvera, the farmers prompt- 
ly evict their hired fighters | 
so many dogs. 

The seven men return to the 
scene for sheer self-vindication 
so fierce and bloody that the 
entire landscape darkens and is 
reduced to smoking shambles 
after a dazziingly choreo- 
graphed gun fight, leaving only 
three of them alive, including 
the youngest one attacired, in

Kennedy Lays 


Down 


Seven-Point Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (AP)-~Presid- 
ent John F. Kennedy Tuesday 
set forth a seven-point prog 
to aid the textile industry 
out—as he put it—disrupting in- 
ternational commerce. 

Among the President's recom- 
mendations was legislation to 
nermit industries threatened 
with harm as a result of in- 

‘reased imports to receive as- 
sistance from the Federal Gov- 
rmment. 

Kennedy did not adopt in- 
‘ustry suggestions for import 
category of goods. Instead he 
aid an application for protec- 
ion from foreign imports would 
ve “carefully considered on its 
nerits.” 

Kennedy said he believed his 
“rogram would help the textile 
nf_ustry to meet its »roblems 
while recognizing the national 
interest in expanding world 
trade and fortifying underde- 
veloped countries. 

“It is my hope that these 
measures will strengthen the 
industry and expand consump- 
tion of its products without 
disrupting international trade 
and without disruption of the 
markets of any country,” Ken- 
nedy said, 

The Administration program 
was worked out by a Cabinet 
committee headed by Secrétary 
of Commerce Luther H. Hodges. 
It was outlined to members of 
the textile industry leaders’ 
White House conference by 
White House aides as the Presi- 
dent’s press office made it pub- 
lic. Gov. Ernest F. Hollings of 
South Carolina, who sat in on 
the conference, called the pro- 
gram “the best thing that has 
happened to the industry in de- 
cades.” 


Hollings said Kennedy had 


taken “all the, substantial steps 


necessary to alleviate the dis- 
tress of the textile industry.” 
he added: 

“The jobs of the textile work- 
ers Will no longer be consider- 
e” expendable. The industry 
can now produce and compete 
fairly.” 

Kennedy spoke to the 23 in- 
dustry leaders as they gathered 
to receive his reco endations. 

These are the measures which 
Kennedy proposed: 

1. An expanded program of 
research by the Department of 
Commerce in cooperation with 
union and management groups. 


- This would embrace new pro- 


ducts, processes and markets. 
. A Treasury Department 
review of depreciation allow- 
ances on textile machinery. 
Kennedy said that a revision 
of these allowances, coupled 
with tthe credit incentives for 
investment suggested in his tax 
message two weeks ago, should 
nelp modernize the industry. 
3. Assistance by the Small 


_. Business Administration in ob- 


aining necessary financing for 
‘nodernization of equipment. 

4. Study by the Department 
of Agriculture toward eliminat- 
ing or offsetting the cost to 
U.S. mills of the difference in 
expense for raw cotton be- 
tween domestic and foreign tex- 
tile producers. 

5. Legislation to permit in- 
dustries “seriously injured or 
threatened with serious injury 
as a result of increased imports 
to be eligible for assistance from 
the federal government.” 

6. An early conference, to be 
arranged by the State Depart- 
ment of leading textile export 
and import countries to seek an 
international understanding on 
trade “that will avoid undue dis- 
ruption of established indus- 
tries.” 

7.. Assurance that an applica- 
tion by the industry for action 
under trade laws, such as the 
escape clause or national securi- 
ty provision of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act, would be 
carefully considered on its me- 
rits. 

Industry leaders have insist- 
ed their livelihood has been 


threatened critically by textile 


imports. At one point the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of 
America announced it would 
refuse to cut Japanese cloth for 
men’s suits, but the threaten- 
ed boycott was revoked on 
Kennedy’s urging. 

A Senate subcommittee head- 
e. by Sen. John Pastore (D- 
R.1.) had recommended the use 
of import quotas. 

Kennedy, in announcing his 
program, said the textile indu- 
stry was America’s second larg- 
est «employer. Two million 
workers were directly affected 
he said, and another two million 
were employed in supporting 
industries. 

“It is of vital importance in 
peacetime and it has a direct 
effect upon our total economy,” 
Kenne@y said. “All the studies 
have shown that unemployment 
in textile mills strikes hardest 
at those communities suffering 
most from depressed condi- 
tions.” 


Held Encouraging 

WASHINGTON (AP)—Japa- 
nese textile interests were 
greatly encouraged Tuesday 
that President Kennedy had 
avoided all reference to man- 
datory quotas in laying down 
a seven-point program of as- 
sistance to the U.S. textile in- 
dustry. 

The main attention of foreign 
producers, who have been send- 


ing an increasing flow of cot- | 


ton textiles into the U.S.! 
market, Was centered on Ken- 
nedy’s proposal for an early 
conference of the principal 
textile exporting and importing 
countries. 

The State Department is now 
arranging to call the meeting 
which presumably will be held 
in Washington, 

Kennedy defined the purpose 
of the conference as an effort 
to “seek an international under- 
standing which will provide a 
basis for trade that will avoid

undue disruption of established 
industries.” 

To many textile experts here, 
this sounded like a new US. 
effort to obtain voluntary in- 
stead of mandatory quotas on 
imports to this country,

Salmon Fishers 
Adopt Controls 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Owners 
of salmon fishing boats operat- 
ing in.northern waters yester- 
day resolved that a fleet of such 
boats take collective respon- 
sibility for violation of the 
Japan-Soviet fishery agreement 
by any of their boats. 


This strict self-control meas- 
ure on the Japanese side was 
decided at on emergency meet- 
ing of the Northern Waters 
Fishing Cooperative Union. 


In detail, the resolution, which 
was immediately sent to related 
organizations including the 
Fishery Agency for coopera- 
tion, said: 

1; If a boat should use nets 
heavier than 15 kilograms in the 
area where such nets are pro- 
hibited under the Japan-Soviet 
fishery agreement, the operation 
of the fleet it belongs to will 
be suspended for several days. 

2. A boat violating the 
measures will be fined ¥2 mil- 
lion, its mother ship ¥1 million 
and other boats in the fleet 
¥ 20,000. 


Landrace Breeding 
Pigs Arrive by Air 


A chartered Swissair DC6A 
arrived in Tokyo Tuesday with 
21 Landrace breeding pigs from 
Stockholm, Swedén. 

The unique air cargo is des- 
tined for delivery to Nosawa 
and Co., Ltd., a century-old im- 
port-export firm which deals 
in livestock among other pro- 
ducts. The thoroughbred pork- 
ers are the first Landrace pigs 
ever to come to Japan. They 
will be distributed to three 
firms in Kagoshima, Saitama, 
and Chiba prefectures.

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OTTAWA (UPI)—The House | 
of Commons Tuesday passed 
legislation designed to give 
Canadian trawlers equal rights 
with foreign fishing fleets by 
allowing them to fish in a nine- 
mile coastal strip now denied 
them. 


The Commons gave third and 
final reading to the bill intro- 
duced earlier today which 
would allow the Canadian traw- 
lers to fish to within three miles 
of the coast. It now goes to the 
Senate for formal approval by 
the Upper House and Royal As- 
sent before becoming law. 


The legislation would remove 
the 46-year-old ban on the larg- 
er Canadian fishing boats which 
kept them outside the 12-mile 
limit. 

Foreign trawlers were not af- 
fected by this law and can fish 
to within the present three-mile 
territorial waters limit. 

The restriction was originally 
imposed to protect the hook- 
and-line inshore fishermen and 
to conserve the fisheries. This 
type of commercial fishing had 
all but ao ie Tuesday.’ 

Fisheries inister J. Angus 
Maclean told the House that the 
Government would continue to 
seek international agreement to 
extend the three-mile territorial 
limit to-12 miles. An attempt 
to reach international agree- 
ment on this last aad was lost 
by one vote.

Changes Seen Shaping 


A showdown seems to be in

The battle in essence is over 
cleavages in interpretation on 
the pace and durability of the 
shifting indicators; one side 
claiming and emphasizing the 
seasonal and special and hence 
the temporary factors that are 
at work, which means that the 
shifting indicators are of short 
duration and the negative 
forces will soon peter out, and 
moreover, that which are

To cap it all, the economy is 
said to have enough resources 
to cushion all shocks. However, 
this is not to deny some claims 
for Government administrative 
guidance on business invest- 
ment and prices, presumably as 
a hedge against probabilities. 
Whereas, the other stand is 
that while it is still too early 
to put on the brakes, a chain 
reaction process is feared lead- 
ing to an excessive boom. The 
idea is to push “moral stiasion” 
further in order to avoid going 
to the “brink.” 


Partly owing to the Govere- 
ment income-doubling slogan, 
the Japanese are indulging in 
buoyant moods, such as, fast 
growth, leisure enjoyment, big- 
ger consumption expenditure, 
etc. No monetary moves are 
contemplated for the time be- 
ing either because of technical 
reasons or improper timing, 
and reliance will be on “dis- 
count window administration” 
to exhort banks to keep the 
joan amount to within a certain 
range. The cautious view is 
based on recent developments 
in the business and monetary 
scene, a description of which 
is given below. 


Foreign trade: Successive 
current account deficits from 
January through March together 
with adverse letters of credit 
balance in April have given rise 
to apprehensions.

Commodity market and 
prices: The price trend is firm.

Building materials head- 
ed the rise. Tokyo CPI also 
made sizable rises. during the 
past fiscal year, including serv: 
ices, food and housing. -€om- 
rnodity trends have been infiu- 
enced by seasonal and tem- 
porary factors, but other fac- 
tors such as labor, raw materi- 
als and freight costs must be 
included. 


Bank loans and business 
liquidity: Expanding bank cre- 
dits plus business capital in- 
crease, bigger debenture issues 
and larger retained funds by 
business have raised liquidity.

A New Leftist Weapon? 


Sohyo-Financed Weekly Makes Its Debut on May Day 


_ As of May, 1, still another 
magazine joined the already 
overcrowded roster of 
weeklies which are read by the 
millions at home, in trains and 
in the office. “ 

' At first glance, the new- 
comer, unobtrusively named 
Shin Shukan (New Weekly), 
may appear little different 
from most of the rest. It has 


~ all the usual attractions of the 


mass-appeal medium—a _ color 
photo cover featuring a young 
woman, photogravure sections, 
a serial novel by a popular 
writer, an interview with ac- 
tress Keiko Kishi, cartoons, sec- 
tions on “go,” Japanese chess, 
sports, movies, etc. and, of 
course, a million-yen quiz. 

But a more careful reading 
of the 106-page journal would 
reveal that this is no ordinary 
pulp magazine. It is a periodi- 
cal dedicated to a definite poli- 
tical ideology,without, however, 
making it overly obvious. On 
certain domestic and interna- 
tional issues, the editorial stand 
of the magazine is far from 
ambiguous. 

But what is somewhat uncer- 
tain is the connection between 
the new magazine and its sup- 
posed financial backer, Sohyo, 
the left-wing labor federation. 
It had been announced late last 
year that Sohyo was coming 
out with a weekly magazine of 
its own, a sort of popularized 
“organ” to augment its mass 
support.

day, however, nowhere is 
Sohyo’s name mentioned except 
in one very casual analogy in 
connection with an overseas 
event. Its masthead shows that 
Shin Shukan is published by a 
firm named Shin Shukan Sha. 


The publisher’s spokesman 
told this writer in fact that 
there is no organic connection 
between the gigantic labor body 
and the firm except that for the 
first few weeks, the magazine 
comes out on money “loaned” 
by Sohyo. The original plan, 
it was explained, was that the 
new weekly was to be “the 
worker's own,” capitalized 
by the nearly four million 
Sohyo members pitching in 
¥100 each. But the plan did 
not materialize as expected while 
the scheduled date of inaugura- 
tion—May 1—could not be 
changed (for the obvious signi- 
ficance it carries). Thus, Sohyo 
gave money to tide. over what 
is claimed to be a temporary 
gap. 

In the inaugural issue the 
editor addresses the reader in 
a casual vein to say that the 
staff has “pledged” to make 
Shin Shukan “an entertaining 
and educational weekly.” 


No War Anecdotes 


One policy he sets forth: he 
will not carry the kind of World 
War II anecdotes which now 
flood the other weeklies because 
they are today read “with, 
nostalgia” for the war years. 


One of the key items of the 
first issue of the weekly is a 
“Reader’s Special” which seems 
to carry the intended message 
of the magazine. It begins with 
a “reader's” (apparently staff 
written for there is no reader 
as yet) query:

On this last point, the editor 
offers a reply by a Wwell-selected 
commentator on “military af- 
fairs”"—Katsuya Hayashi. He 
says that apart from local, 
limited wars, an over-all war is 
well nigh impossible now. And 
his reason for this seems to be 
well in line with the policy 
of the editor or its sponsor. 


His explanation is that a year 
ago, there was definite danger

But 
since the successful launching 
and recovery by the Soviet 
Union of the manned space 
ship, the danger vanished be- 
cause it is possible to detect any 
surprise attack and also retaliate 
with great accuracy and alacrity 
by keeping a manned space ship 
in orbit. 


Scientific Comment 


As for the Far East, the new 
security treaty by which Japan 
is to take joint action with the 
U.S.. definitely increased the 
danger of Japan getting involv- 
ed in an armed conflict. But 
this situation was completely 
reversed by the advent of the 
Soviet space ship, Hayashi 
wrote. 

Contradictory to this postu- 
late is the journal’s “science 
section” which takes up the 
recent incident in the United 
States where a Sidewinder air- 
to-air missile, accidentally fired 
during a maneuver from a jet 
fighter, shot down a B52 bom- 
ber. This is cited in the 
anonymous column as “a suc- 
cinct illustration of the terrors 
of a nuclear missile age.” 

-In the same section is also 
mentioned the instance of a 
U.S. DEW line radar mistaking 
the rising moon, which Is said 
to have cast spots on the screen, 
for a mass of Soviet missiles. 
Quoting the Dec. 19 issue of the 
American weekly National Gu- 
ardian, the. Japanese weekly 
says that it took SAC 30 min- 
utes to recall its H-bomb car- 


rying bombers. 

Without preaching against 
nuclear weapons by itself, the 
journal ends the article with a 
quotation from Ilia Ehrenburg, 
found in the Jan. 1 issue of 
Pravda, which stresses the peril 
of rs war being, started 
accidentally. 

Elsewhere, too, the magazine 
carries casual items concerning 
overseas developments which 
indicate where it politically 
stands. It laments, for instance, 
that the Japanese newspapers 
are~ under the domination of 
American news services while 
they “keep a discreet distance 
from such Communist agencies 
as Tass and New China News 
Agency which offer their ,news 
free of charge.” 

“Isn't unprejudiced news co- 
verage necessary for fair and 
neutral reporting?” it asks. 

The mass media of Japan 
seem to be one of the major 
targets for Shin Shukan which 
takes a swing at them here and 
there. 


Far From Adequate 

An item the weekly reports 
is that a popular TV program 
in which comedians satirized 
social trends and government 
measures went off the air as 
of the end of April for lack of 
a sponsor. This program is 
viewed by the weekly as “a 
victim of crude commercialism” 
by which business firms refuse 
to sponsor “social” programs 
and “programs which are over- 
ly critical.” 


In spite of all these bits of 
the message for which it was 
created, Shin Shukan is far 
from adequate if it were to play 
the role of Sohyo’s weekly or- 
gan. On the other hand, 
strengthening the Sohyo or 
left-wing labor color throughout 
its pages would mean the jour- 
nal’s losing its unique status. 
For this reason, the coming is- 
sues may indicate considerabie 
vacillations and variations in 
policy, tone and format. Wheth- 
er the new journalistic venture 
proves to be a success or not 
cannot be told for many a week.

Sohyo Action Policy 

The new action policy drafted

What impressed De Gaulle 
was that Kennedy took this 
stand even after the French 
generals had sent secret meés- 
sages to the White House pledg- 
ing to give the U.S.A. complete 


cooperation which De Gaulle Kk 


had withheld—if Kennedy help- 
ed them defeat De Gaulle. The 
generals knew that De Gaulle 
had refused to go along with 
Kennedy's stand in Laos, and 
had refused to cooperate in ban- 
ning atom bomb tests, and had 
been upstage about seeing Ken- 
nedy. 

However, Kennedy not only 
scornfully rejected the generals’ 
deal but ordered ambassador 
Gavin “in Paris to inform De 
Gaulle what had happened.

HOLLYWOOD—With all its theatrical quality, Hollywood 
has been left béhind by what we call the “real” world, whicn 
offers more tears and clowning, more tinsel, tragedy and postur- 
ing than anything on these storied movie lots—the Russian 
spaceman, the Eichmann reenactments, the landings and liquk 
dations in Cuba, the tragic-comie opera of the Algerian coup.
